Belknap depends upon its printed prices in its catalogue 
carried b\ all of their salesmen and supplied to many of their customers 
as a means of notifying their retail customers concerning the retail 
prices of-rifle scopes. Belknap makes no attempt to police the retailers 
in any fashion. They have never been advised that their retailer s are 
selling scopes at outrate prices. Should they be so advised, they would 
be ve’-y hesitant about notifying the manufactuf er end probably would not 
do so' because they know that the first thing securer would do 
would be write a letter to the retailer advising hin?Of his.- improper 
pricing practices; and divulging the fact that Belknap was the source of 
their information. This would oause Belknap to jeopardise other business 
with such retailers which would be fax' too great a price to pay over 
such an insignificant item as rifle scopes. 

recalls no correspondence from W. R. .Weaver Company 
advising^ffi^e^ of its customers were selling below, the msriufaoturcr’s 
suggested list price.' Belknap does adhere^to the manufacturer’s published 
a' prices insofar as their purchase pric^^yiffijerfaed and their jobber price 
V'' to the retailer.

R^^^^^^^;.i<phipsiiy;: in selling to their 
customers. Belknap has no idea who, c.ong their^30*000 customers, have 
ourchased scopes and could secure such information only by a search of 
their sales invoices which number several thousand each day. 

Belknap retains its oorrespondenoe with manufacturers for a 
period of two years only. The correspondence between V/. R, Tfeaver Company 
and Bellmap for the two years ending May 1, 1955, was reviewed and nothing 
of Bignlfioanoe to this investigation was found. In this correspondence 
were two letters' from W. R. Weaver Company Indicating that during 1953, 
Belknap purchased a total of ab'but.'$24j009 in rifle oaopes and during the 
year 1954, purchased approximately '^21,000 'of,, •t'ifle scopes.

The objectives of the conspiracy are alleged to have been accoivlistied 
by B»ean6 of an understanding, among the defendants, effect^ted by refusals 
to supply off-list dealers, coercion of distributors to adhere to resale 
prices and to refuse to sell to nonconforming dealers, and the advertising 
boycott. The over-all purpose of these sictlvities is stated to be stabili- 
zation of retail prices. 

Assistant Attorney General Stanley N. Barnes, head of the Antitnist 
Division, sadd; 

"This case, which alleges exclusion of certain retail 
dealers from the rifle scopes business, presents issues 
involving both vertical price fixing imposed by the scope 
manufacturers and boycotts by the manufacturers and pub- 
lishers against advertising of dealers who charge less than 
the manufacturers’ list prices. Criminal action is insti- 
tuted, in this instance, in line with the announced policy 
of the Department of Justice to seek indictments against 
violators wherever per se violations of the antitrust lavs 
are considered to exist."
